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-JAPAN AND THE 
«LEAGUE 


The. major point . raised ‘by. 
Japan's: withdrawal from. the 
League of Nations is the future 
of the islands in the Pacific 
which she holds as Mandatory 
Power under the League of Na- 
tions: To obtain a precise un- 
derstanding of the question it is 
well to recall that under the 
Treaty of Versailles provision 
was made for the administration 
of the Colonies and_ territories 
taken fromthe late enemies of 
the Allied and Associated Powers 
whereby, instead of being trans- 
ferred absolutely to new own- 
ers, they:were to be held’ by 
Powers as mandatories _ of the 
League of: Nations, as “a sacred 
trust. for civilisation.” The 
'|status of these mandatory Po- 
wers’’is, clearly set forth in 
the League Covenant, in which 
lit is expressly laid down that 
the powers are exercised on be- 
half of the League. The man- 
datorjes are, accordingly, re- 
quired annually to report to- the 
Permanent Mandates Commis- 
sion, set up by the League, re- 
‘garding the-territories thus com- 
mitted to their charge. These 
are the indisputable facts of the 
situation: Japan, however, con- 
tends that she does not hold the

Signposts. 

Two Englishmen who captured 
the- imagination of the world in 
the late nineteenth century have 
this year been _ simultancously 
recalled: to the attention of the 
public—Gen. “Charles Gordon, 
who was sacrificed in a forlorn 
cause at Khartoum .in'1885, and 
Cecil Rhodes. the millionaire 
“Imperialist” who “ opened up” 
South. Africa, These two men 
stand oiit like signposts to his- 
tory. Rhodes was a powerful 
incarnation. of the aggressive 
racial ambition which reached 
its peak thirty or forty years 
ago. and is not yet passed; Gor- 
don looked into the future, and 
anticipated the ideals of our own 
time. Rhodes laid the founda- 
tion of his influence im: South 


affectionate husband who behaved 
very badly to his wife, If ' you 
turn to the ‘Wheatley index to 
the “Diary,” you will find such 
entries. relating to Mrs. Pepys as 
“Her husband is angry with her,” 
“Samuel pulls her nose,” “Samuel 
strikes her,” “Samuel pulls. her 
nése again.” And Mrs. Pepys 
also played an active part in the 
recurrent quarrel’ when, shortly 
before her death, she threatened 
Mr. Pepys with the red-hot'tongs.’ 
Deseribing the incident in‘ his 
Diary, Mr. Pepys writes: 

“At Jast, about oné o’clock, she 
came to.the side of the bed and 
drew my curtaine open, and with 
the tongs red hot: .at’ the ends, 
made as if she did “designe , to 
pinch me with them, at which, in 
my dismay, 1 rose up, and witha 
few words she laid them down, 
and did, little. by little, very 
sillily let all the discourse fall.” 

By two o’clock, however, they 
were friends again. ‘ 


“Long in bed, talking together, growth; but, Lord! how ugly J was, 


with much pleasure,’ it being, 1 
know, nothing but her doubt of 
my going out yesterday, without 
vex her poor wretch!” 

Mrs, Pepys has, also a place in 
another entry which gives an ac- 
‘eount of.a characteristic day in 
Pepys's life. In the’ morning 
Pepys goes out to call on Lord 
Sandwich, the powerful relation 
who had given him.a start’ on. his 
career, “But;” he adds, as though 
his conduct were the most natural 
thing in the world, “my Lord not 
being up, I went out to Charing 
Cross to.see Major-General Harri- 
son hanged, drawn and quarter- 
ed; which was done there, he look- 
ing as cheerful as any man could 
do in that condition.” - 

This takes Pepya’s memory back 
to.the day on which, the school- 
boy son of a Puritan tailor, he had

The major "point raised by 
Japan's withdrawal from. the 
League of Nations is the future 

in" the Pacific 
which she holds as Mandatory 
‘Power under the League of Na- 
tions. To obtain a precise un- 
derstanding of the question it is 
well to recali that under the 
Treaty of .Versailles’ provision 
was made for the administration 
of the Colonies and territories 
taken from the late enemies of 
the Allied and Associated Powers 
whereby, instead of being trans- 
ferred absolutely to new own- 
ers, they were to bé held by 
Powers as mandatories of the 
League of Nations, as ‘a sacred 
trust for.. civilisation.” The 
status of these mandatory Po- 
wers is. clearly sect forth in 
the League Covenant, in which. 
it is expressly laid down that 
the powers are exercised on be- 
half of the League, The man- 
datories are, accordingly, re- 
quired annually to report to the 
Permanent Mandates Commis- 
sion, set up by the League, re- 
gariing the territories thus.com- 
mitted to their charge, These 
are the, indisputable facts of the 
situation. Japan, however, con- 
tends thatshe does. not hold the 
Pacific islands as trustee of the 
League, but that they have come 
the spoils of war. 
What is more, she has intimat-
